us that ministers should study to show themselves approved unto 
God—-faithful workmen who needeth not to be ashamed. We 
believe that ministers who are, in a measure, destitute of an. 
education have been, and are still, of great use in our Henomi- 
nation. But, brethren, that God’s truth may be presented in a 
more captivating form, and our people be more thoroughly in- 
structed in many things that pertain to the Master’s kingdom, 
your committee deem it highly necessary that our rising ministry 
as far as possible receive a liberal training. We give as a reasen 
for our opinion that we are in the mi;lst of, and surrounded by, 
elements that are led by men of learning which will delude the 
mind and ultimately result in the destruction of souls. It is 
necessary that our ministry be prepared for the emergency, 
adverting our land from infidelity, and other doctrines taught 
contrary to God’s word. ‘Therefore, we advise this Association 
to aid and encovrage any young minister who may be; endeav- 
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oring to secure an education, whether at home or at college, 
that he may be better qualifiec yilly divide the word of 
truth and give unto each one his PORE in due. season, With 
us it Ought no longer to be a ether we must educate 
blessings of education among 
our ministers is’ appreciated by all. The educated man feels 
them, the uneducated preacher deplores his want-of education 
and advises his younger brethren to educate, and the churches 
are seeking after the better educated pastors. We have a college 
at Clinton, Miss , under the control of our State Convention, 
where a goodly number of young ministers are educated every 
year. We advise every one wishing an education to go there, 

espe ially those having the ministry in view. We have an able 
faculty there, and there are’ other advantages to be found— 

morally and socially —besides education. 
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—but how must we do it?
